Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The general nature of the telephone call was to discuss the drawing 
objection and rejection cited under 35 USC 112 second paragraph in the Office Action mailed July 12, 2007. The 
examiner stated that the drawings filed July 3, 2003 did not include the proper labeling in the top margins; and that 
Applicant should comment on all changes made from the orginal drawings. The examiner noted, orginal Figure 5 
flowchart step 530 conditional decision block, was different from the original drawing. Applicant clarified support for the 
limitation Short Messaging Service (SMS) as being the device in which information is transmitted, noting claim 1 lines 
18-19. It was agreed that Applicants comments would overcome the rejection cited under 35 USC 112 second 
paragraph. Applicant will submit formal remarks in response to the Ofice Action.
